TURKISH TOBACCO 

(Continued from page one) 

Tuny Green said it required 
about 30U hours to produce his 
acre of Turkish leal in Elliott. 
He gave ail the credit to his 15- 
year-old son, Danny, and Danny’s 
two cousins, Donnie Howard, 12, 
and Woodrow Howard, 13. They 
set out the crop and harvested 
it. 

But, when the boys started to 
school, the top leaves were still 
on the stalks. Green gave all that 
remained to the FFA boys in 
Sandy Hook High School if they 
would harvest them. Green said 
they harvested about 10 more 
bales, but that the leaf was not 
yet cured and could not be 
brought to the West Liberty sale. 
It will be sold later at another 
sale, and proceeds will be given 
to the Rural Development Pro¬ 
gram in Elliott county 

Russell Hunt said the Turkish 
type was ideally suited for hill 
country and to families with 
children large enough to do the 
priming. 

Hunt said that whereas burley 
requires about 30 days of work 
per aore, Turkish tobacco re¬ 
quires from 60 to 65 days. But, 
he emphasized, Turkish tobacco 
requires no fertilizers and is suit¬ 
ed to thin upland ground Though 
the leaves are much smaller than 
burley, there are about ten times 
as many plants per acre Thus, 
the income per acre is only a 
little less than for burley 

Top grade of Turkish leaf this 
year is bringing $1.25 per pound. 
Several bales of leaf here Tues¬ 
day brought the top price. The 
top grade is from the tip leaves 

Tony Green said that he cured 
his Turkish crop in an open air 
bam. majorly for experimental 
purposes. He used no heat except 
one or two days when the rain 
and fog made it necessary, much 
like he would in a burley barn. 

Scores of farmers watched the 
grading closely and noted the in¬ 
structions for producing ' top 
quality leaf. Several were heard 
to sav they may try the new crop.

CONSTITUTIONAL 
AMENDMENT NUMBER 1 

Shall Section 256 of the Consti¬
